2. "Cn 10 April 53, Colonel N. Kovtun, an official of the Chief Political Administration 
of the Soviet Army, issued an instr:ction to the political adwinistrations of all 
military districts of the USS2 that the six political lectures read in 1952 in the 
‘Nouses of the Cfficers' (Dom Cfitsera - Officers! Clubs) should be read again dur= 
ing 1953 in order to unmask the American-=:nglish insti;ators of a new war and ed- 
ucate tne Soviet soldiers to strict vigilance.! The instruction also called for 
‘anti US exhibitions! to be orzanized in all ton Ofitsera, to ‘unmask the bloody 
history of America:: imperialism, the atrocitics cf American-inglish imperialists 
on Soviet soil during the years of foreien military interventions and civil war, 
and the crimes of American interventionists in Koreas! ‘The instruction emphasized 
that the systematic ideolorical training of Soviet soldiers should follow these 
lines in 1953,
